Thrilling Narrative of What 
the Tralnmen Found Behind 
the Lady's Hat, 


FOILED IN GRAND PACIFIC 


Attempt to Eavesdrop on Union 
Leaders Caused Recorder to 
Be Filled with Bosh. 


VILLAIN, UNMASKED, FLEES HOTEL 


Carefully stowed away in the executive of- 
fices of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men at Cleveland isa dictagraph, said to be 
No. 5,283. According to data printed and 
pasted on the apparatus, it belongs to K. M. 
Turner, manufacttrer, and was leased to the 
William J. Burns Detective agency. 

Included with the layout ig one transmit- 
ter, two spiral head telephones, four induc- 
tion colle, five dry batteries, a gelatin cyiin- 
der, and a quantity of fine wire. 

Until about a week ago, for a periodof two 
or three Gays at least, the whole apparatus 
was installed in rooms 522-523 Grand Pacific 
hotel. The transmitter was in room 522, at 
that time occupied by A. BE. Whitney, second 
vice president of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. 

The remainder of the apperatus was in- 
stalled in room 523, at that time occupied by 
aman and woman registered as husband and 
wife, from St. Paul, Minn. 


Whitney Gets the Dictagraph. 

One morning there Waea short, violent ses- 
sion in room 628, at the conclusion of which 
Whitney had the dictagraph and @ badiy 
frightened womah was packing her few be- 
longings preperatery to starting for “Ot 
Paul.” 

These appear to be the facts: 

For the last three weeks representatives 
of sixteen railroads with yard service in Chi- 
cago halve beén conferring with representa- 
tives of the trainmmen regarding a change in 
the wage echedule. 

The trainmen ask time and one-half for all 
Sundays and holidays, aek that us far as pos- 
sible work on such days be eliminated for 
the switchmen, and ask time and one-half for 
overtime over 'ten hours. Thus far, appar- 
ently, no agreement has been reached. 

Among the railroads represented are the 
St. Paul, the Alton, the Monon, the Pennsy!- 
vania lines west, the Lake Shore, the Chicago 
Junction railway, Belt Line of Chicago, the 
Illinois Central, the Santa Fé, the Chicago and 
Northwestern, the Burlington, the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and the Western Indiana. 


Room Temporary Meeting Place. 

Most of the trainmen in the conference live 
in Chicago. All live within a short distance, 
by train, of the meeting place, so that all 
have been in the habit of going home at night. 
Room 522 was only used as a temporary 
meeting place before and after conferences 
with the General Managers’ association. 

Several days after the conference began 
ene of the trainmen was greeted heartily by 
a man in the lobby of the Grand Pacific hotel. 
The stranger introduced himeelf as one Em- 
ery, originally of Mémphis, now located in 
Chicago as the representative of a Winnipeg 
real estate firm. made himself popular, 
but séveral days later one of the trainmen 
saw him making notes ina Ittle book. The 
reader may pase over a few intervening inci- 
defits and merely bear in mind the fact that 
thé trainmen now have that book. 

It cofitains various notes. “ Spent 2c for 
drinks for ‘Blank’; 10 for cigar for ‘ Tom- 
dick '; 75¢c for luncheon for ‘ Hojack,’ ete., 
etc.” 

There was @ short, pointed, vigorous con- 
versation, and Mr. Emery is declared to have 
left the Grand Pacific so fast that he almost 
whizzed. 


Trainmen Plan Action. 

That was nearly two weeksago. Day after 
day the trainmen watched their every move 
and were mighty careful to confer only in 
their own room, Ne. 522. They aléo examined 
the room with more or lese@ care daily. 

Ten days ago they noticed a slight hum 
of conversation in the adjoining room, No. 
523. All listened carefully; then Mr. Whit- 
ney examined their own room, No. 522. Over 
the bed on the far side of the room hung 
a chrono, and behind it wae the transmitter 
of a dictagraph. 

Placing his finger on his lips to enjoin 
dilence, Mr. Whitney showed it to his con- 
fréres, and then th low whispers they 
planned action. A few minutes Jater one 
of them etarted to talk something after this 
fashion : 

“ Gentlemen, I have hastily drafted a brief 
resolution, with which I hope you will con- 
cur. I will read it.’ 

Then followed a “ resolution’’ which de- 
mandeé that the railroads do some ludicrous 
and absurd things. There Was a violent 
“ debate ” in which one man demanded that 
beadhelors ‘be forced to pay excess fare, etc., 
and finally the resolution ase drawn was 
adopted. | 

Next morning when they entered the room 
for their early conference Mr. Whitney ae- 
sembled all hands; then, atcompenied by 
two of his aids, he went to the door of the 
next room, No. 523, and rapped sharply. 

«“ Come in,” @ women's voice said; and 
quickly thé traimmen entered. The only 
visible eecupant of the room was « hané- 
some woman. 

“ Who occupies this room?" inquired Mr. 
Whitney. 

“J 40; I and my bhuebdand,”’ replied the 
“T arm Mrs. Avery of St. Paul.”

ON BRIBE CHARGE 


W.F. Clark Charges New York 
Prison Head and “Under- 
Tings” Sétd Pardons. 


BARED BY SULZER QUIZ. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 24.{Harry K. Thaw 
will be asked to tell Gov. Sulzer’s committee 


recent attempt to procure his release from 
Matteawan State Hospital for the Criminal 
Inganée, where he has beeh confined for five 
years for the killing of Stanford White. 

This announcement by the committee to- 
day followed a bitter attack by William F. 
Clark, former secretary of the committee, 
upon What he termed “ the s0-called prison 
ring.” 

Clark, who nas been accused of using Gov. 
Sulger's name without the executive's eu- 
thority in an attempt to bring about the 
release of Thaw, was permitted to take the 
stand. 

Immediately he launched into an attack 
upon the prison authorities, including Col. 
Joseph F. Scott, superintendent of state 
prisons, and Dr. John W. Russell, superin- 
tendent at Matteawan. 

Dr. James V. May, chairmen of the state 
ho@pital commission, also was connected 
with Clark’s insinuations. 


Learned of ‘“‘ Conspiracy.” 

Clark declared that in January informa- 
tion came to him that“ the so-called prisen 
ring" was made up of Superintendent Scott 
anéd his “immediate underlings,’ was en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to involve the goy- 
ernor so that they “might be retained in 
their profitable business in brokerage par- 
dons,"’ 

He declined to divulge from whom he had 
received his information, but requested that 
Thaw himself be questioned. : 

Accoordingly,. the committee will hold a 
hearing at Matteawan, probably on Thure- 
day, to place Thaw upon thé witneses stand. 

At today’s hearing Col. Scott added his 
corroboration to that of Dr. May regarding 
Dr. Rtiseell’s assertions that Clark told 
Russell “it would be pleasing to Gov. Bul- 
wer,’ if Thaw were released. 

Dr, Russell also described his dealings 
with John N. Anhut, who, he said, offered 
him the 820.000 bribe. 

Clifford L. Beare, who said he appeared 
as Anhut’s attorney, announced that Ankut 
would appear Wednesday and formally 
deny that he had attempted to bribe Dr,. 
Rusvell. 


Warned Sulzer. of “ Danger.” 

Clatk today declared that whci: he learned’ 
of the “conspiracy” he immediately informed 
Gov. Sulser he was in “ great danger.” 

“ Gov. Bulger told me to go ahead afd in- 
vestigate,’ Clark continued. ‘“ During my 
investigation I learned that in the early part 
of December Dr. Russell sent for Harry 
Thaw and asked him if he would ifke to get 
out. Thaw naturally said he would like it 
first rate. 

“Dr, Russell then seid: 

“*¥ou've beén niaking tmietakes in tha 
way you have proceeded. Now I will suggest 
& lawyer for you and I'll guarantee you'll be 
out of this place in a very short time.’ 

“Thaw, acting on the advice of Dr. Rus- 
gell, handed an agent of Dr. Russell $25,000. 

“Dr. Russell was to release Thaw during 
the latter part of December, but getting 
$25,000 peered to be so easy he decided to 
male another touch; but a further amount 
wae not forthcoming and Thaw was not lib- 
erated. Dr. Russel) told Thaw that he could 

not be released for at least six or eight 
Sahiba and handed back $11,000 of ‘the §25, - 
000 they had originally received.” 
Says Story Was Concocted. 

Clark fied that when it had been 
Yearned he was about to make a report to the 
committee Augustus Roeder, who, he said, 
“had been publicity agent for the prison 
ring for fifteen or eighteen years,” Was sent 


for, atid that the story that Clarks had told

Demands Order from Sulzer. 

Superintendent Russell. tesfified that on 
Dec. 16 Amhut obtained another audience 
with him in New. York. 

“He again told me that Thaw's release 
would meet with the epproval of Gov. Sul- 
ser,’ Dr. Ruesell continued. “I told him 
that if-the governor wanted Thaw released 
he'd have to. send me @ written order.” 

“ Was that the proper way to squelch ea 
proposition of that kind?” asked counsel. 

“It worked.” answered Dr. Russell, “«@ 
he never came to me again.” 

Dr. Russel said he had told Col. Seott con- 
cerning the bribe offer. He could not re- 
member what Col. Scott replied. 

The witness branded as “ an absdlute false- 
hood” any assertion that he had ever fe- 
ceived. ‘even so much as a penny of Thaw 
money.”

PLANS HUNGER STRIKE.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Home Secretary Regi- 
nald McKenna today decided to reénact the 
dreary farce of prosecuting Mrs. Emmeline 
Pahkhurat, who said in a speech at Cardiff 
that she assumed all responsibility for the 
recent bomb otitrage against the country resi> 
dence of Chan¢ellor Licyd-George.

The resolution also sought to place the leg- 
islature on record as urging the United 
States government “ to withhold its recogni- 
tion of the de facto government of Mexico 
until it is made manifest that a government 
is established in that revolution ridden re- 
public with which the civilized nations of the 
world may decently maintain diplomatic re- 
lations.”’ 


Ohio Will Not Handicap Wilson. 
Columbus, O., Feb. 24.—On a point of order 
raised by Representative V. J. Vonderheide 
of Dayton, Speaker Charles L. Swain of the 
lower house of the Ohio legislature refused to 
allow the introduction of a resolution calling 
upon congress to intervene in Mexico, which 
Ray R. Kennedy of Lima sought to introduce. 
The speaker held that such a measure 
might be embarrassing to President Elect 
Wilson and that intervention {is not a eub- 
ject for discussion by a state legislature. 


Denounces Double Murder. 
Oklahoma City, Okla., Feb. 24.—A resolu- 
tion declaring that Oklahoma favors inter- 
vention in Mexico was introduced today in 
the Oklahoma house of representatives. I: 
Was Opposed and went over until tomorrow. 
The resolution denounces the killing of 
Madero and Suarez as a disgrace to-civiliz- 
tion, and asks congress to take steps to bring 
about peace in Mexico. 


Kansas House Demands Action. 
Topeka, Kas., Feb. 24.—The house today 
passed a resolution declaring it ‘ looked 
with horror upon the murder of President 
Madero and his vice president,’’ and de- 
manding that steps be taken by the United 
States to protect the lives of American citi- 
zens in Mexico.

Diaz to Have Opposition. 
Already the political world is turning to 
the election. It is said that Gen. Felix Diaz 
will have as his opponent in his candidacy 
for the presidency, Francisco de Ja Barra, 
_ the present minister of foreign relations; 
» Rodolfo Reyes, son of Gen. Bernardo Reyes, 
who was killed in the first attack on the 
palace, and Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez.

The Zapatistas in the south also 
are giving trouble, and it is reported that one 
tewn in the state of Puebla has been sacked. 

‘This, however, is characterized by the gov- 
ernment as the work of a small and insig- 
nificant portion of the rebel army in the 
south, and is due, perhaps, to ignorance of 
developments in the capital. 

Tt is said that the new revolution attempted 
by Emilio and Raoul Madero, brothers of 
the late president, is making little headway.

Answering the offer made by Gen. Emili- ; 
ano Zapata, the southern rebel leader, that 
he would recognize the new government if 
its program was along promised progressive 
lines, Gen. Huerta, the provisional president, 
today sent envoys with such aesurances to 
the insurgent chiefs in the states of Mexico, 
Guerrero, and Morelos.

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Vera Cruz, Mexico, Feb. 24.—Ernesto Ma- 
dero, who was finance minister in the cab- 
inet of his nephew, President Francisco Ma- 
dero, arrived here with his family on a spe 
cial car this morning. They -went on board 
the Cuban cruiser Cuba at 10 o'clock. 


Three Fugitives in Havana. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 24.—Three fugitive 
Mexican deputies, Adrian Aguiro Benavides, 
a nephew of the late President Francisco 
Madero, Cepero Rendon, and Victor Maya, 
arrived on the steamship Eeperanza from 
Vera Cruz. 

Gefior Benavides, in an interview, said: 

** Democracy has received a mortal blow in 
Mexico. We see black daye@ ahead for our 
fatherland.”’ 


KBENEH, Egypt, Feb. 24-—Porfirio Diaz, 
former dictator of Mexico, declared today 
he is holding himeelf in readiness to re- 
spond to the call of his country in case for- 
eign complications should arise out of the 


revolution there. 

If this should not occur, he said he would 
not return to Mexico until settled govern- 
ment had been reéstablished there and his 
reappearance on the scene where he had held 
such long sway could be made without risk 
of being wrongly interpreted. 

The aged ex-president expressed the hope 
that ‘hands off Mexico” would continue to 
be the policy of the United States, 

Gen. Diaz was greatly elated at the suc- 
cess of his nephew, Felix Dias, and Gen. 
Huerta, the provisional president, whom he 
considers quite capable of working out the 
Salvation of the republic. 

“I prefer to say nothing regarding the 
faults of Francisco Madero’s rule or the 
causes of the revohbution,” said the former 
dictator. “As a political opponent of Ma- 
dero my opinion might be considered biased. 

“Gen. Victoriano Huerta is an officer and 
a gentleman who possesses the confidence 
of all classes in Mexico. I think Gen. Huerta 
is in a position ‘to maintain order until a 
' constitutional government has been definitely 

reéstablished.’’ 

When questioned regarding the probabil- 
‘ity of further complications in Mexico, Gen. 
Diaz replied: 

“That depends entirely upon the energy

Mrs. Nora Harasek, the widow of the vic- 
tim, is still living at 8483 Union avenue with 
her three young children Since she ex- 
pects to become a mother in the near future 
sympathizers on the south side have made 
arrangements for her at St. Luke's hos-

The home in which she Hves had not been 
fully paid for by her husband when he was 
shot dead, and since she had no deed and 
cannot keep up the paymentsshe is in danger 
of iosing that, too. 

Joseph Harasek, an engineer on the Belt 
line. after an insignificant quarrel on a Mor 
gan Park and Halsted street car, was shot 
dead by Officer Burke. 

Harasek and Burke left the car together.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—

The senators and members of congress who 
are close to Mr. Wilson are not so much in- 
dignant at Mr. Lewis for the comments he 
made as they are sorry over what they term 
hie amazing indiscretion. Handicapped by 
his frank exposition of his views on the presi- 
dent elect, they do not believe if elected 
United States senator he will be able to enjoy 
the relations with the White House which are 
essential to the effective discharge of his 
duties. 

The margin of Democratic control of the 
senate is so narrow the Democratic leaders 
are anxious to increase it with ah Lllinois 
senator. With Lewis apparently unable to 
obtain the plum and moreover in.,an embar- 
rassing situation as a result of his ¢seay on 
Mr. Wileon, the Democrats of the. senate are 
prepared to we icome any good man = can 
obtain the necessary number of votes. 


Essay Embarrasses Senators. 

Mr. Lewis’ essay has been the jcause of 
some embarrassment to the Democratic sen- 
ators here who secured the interview for 
him with Mr. Wilson and who had advised the 
latter that the Chicago lawyer was one of 
his earnest sympathizers and supporters. 

When the essay of Mr. Lewis was published 
copies were sent to Democratic senators. 
They were considerably annoyed over the 
publication. They regret immensely that Mr, 
Lewis should write an article of that kind 
and they criticise him for attempting to 
secure its publication without assuming re- 
sponsibility therefor. ,According to these 
men had he accepted responsibility for the 
views he expressed at least they would have 
extended to him some admiration for his 
courage, while deploring his lack of political 
gagacity. They had regarded Mr. Lewis as 
a clever politician, but they have modified 
their views considerably since they have 
seen his essay.

Senator Martine Assails Lewis. 

Senator Martine of New Jersey, to whom 
Mr. Lewis referred in the article as “ pre- 
viously unknown save as an agitator,”’ de- 
nounced Mr. Lewis today as uttering “ the 
sheerest and most contemptible nonsense in 
the world.”” In making this statement Mr. 
Martine was referring to the following para- 
graph of the Lewis article: 

“They are beginning to feel that his [Wil- 
$0n's] policies will be conservative—in some 
instances reactionary—and they are openly 
charging that they will have nothing to hope 
for in view of intimatione that have come 
from those who heve been lately chosen 
spokesmen of the president elect.”’ 

“ Mr, Wilson is a patriot Anda statesman,”’ 
Mr. Martine declared, “‘and lke can be de- 
pended upon to do whatever is right in the 
best intereste of the nation and the welfare 
of the people. He is not going to make a radi- 
cal rupture simply for the sake of making one. 
He is going to be prompted by conviction 
with the hope that his action will be for the 
public Interest. 


Defends; Ideale of Wilson. 

“Mr. Wilson stands for certain broad 
movements which will be regarded in cer- 
tain quarters as revolutionary; for example, 
holding guilt is personal. It was at his in- 
stance that the New Jersey legislature 
passed the bills in my state known as the 
*“‘seven sisters.”’ which have done more to 
clear up this situation in our state than any- 
thing else. He has made a clean, splendid 
state governor and I predict he will make a 
clean, splendid president. 

“So far as I myself am concerned I was 
the primary nominee for United States sen- 
ate under a law approved b¥ Gov.

Decision Will Have Wide Effect 


on All Other Lines of 
Prosecution.

Washington, D, C., Feb, 24.—[Special.]— 
The United States Supreme court today de- 
clared constitutional the Mann act, pro- 
hibiting interstate traffic in women. 

While making possible federal and state co- 
operation in eradioafing the evil, the decision 
which was unanimous, is of an importance 
far tranecending that great problem. 

The court decrees in effect that there shall 
be.no ‘twilight zone” between state and 
federal authority in which criminels mey 
take refuge, and that it ig the duty of the 
nation to aseist the states in enforcing laws 


by exercising its powers beyond the limits | 


of state jurisdiction. The court virtually in- 
dorses the “ new nationalism ” advocated by 
Theodore Roosevelt in warning the people 
against the advantages being taken of the 
“twilight zone" by distinguished law- 
breakers. 

Argument for Legality. 

“There is unquestionably a control In the 
states over the morals of their citizens, and 
it may be admitted it extends to making 
prostitution a crime,”’ says the opinion. “it 
is a control, however, which can be exercised 
only within the jurisdiction of the states; 
but there is domain which the states can- 
not reach and over which congress alone has 
power; and if such power be exerted to con- 
trol what the stateé cannoteit is an argu- 
ment for—not againset—its legality.” 

The progressive idea of construing the con- 
stitution for the highest welfare of the whole 
people, regardless of technicalities, is ¢x- 
preesed in this passage: 

* Our dual form of government has its per- 
plexities, state and nation having different 
spheres of jurisdiction, as we have said, 
but it must be kept in mind that We are one 
people; and the powers reserved to the state 
and those conferred on the nation are adapted 
to be exercised, whether independently or 
concurrently, to promote the welfare, ma- 
terial or moral.”’ 

Power of Congress Absolute. 

The court holds that the federal govern- 
ment may exercise any of its powers to sup- 
press immorality which is being fostered by 
means such as interstate transportation. The 
power of congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce is absolutely unqualified, saye the 
opinion, and congress may adopt any means 
to exercise this vast power, “ and the means 


may have the quality of police regulations.” |

Britain Faces Big Question. 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The British govern- 
ment is im a quandary over the opium dis- 
pute with China. Should the foreign office, 
as Indian opium merchants and bankers 
urge, insist on China strictly complying with 
the Anglo-Chinese treaty, which regulates 
the importation of Indian opium into China, 
the government would be condemned by a 
strong body of public opinion, which obd- 
jects to encouraging the trade in any way. 

On the other hand, unless action id taken 
to make China observe the treaty, the bank- 
ers and traders are threatened with a loss 
aggregating $50,000,000, which they might 
justly call upon the Indian government to 
refund.

Mayor Harrison sent to the city council 
yesterday a new bill for consolidation of 
the three local park systems under juris- 
diction of the cTty government. He proposed 
it as a substitute for the bill already ap- 
proved by the council and sent to Springfield 
as the city’s bill. 

The reason for his action was his discovery 
that the bill approved in July was identical 
with the first park consolidation bill. pre- 
pared in 1905, which since then has been re- 
vised four times and greatly strengthened. It 
was twice gone over in the charter bills pre- 
eented to the legislature, and was incorpor- 
ated in charter bill number one when the 
eubject last was presented to the legislature. 

“ The chief and all important reason,’’ read 
the mayor's letter of transmittal, “ ties in 
the fact that the bill now before the legis- 
lature provides for the assumption of the 
debts of the parks by the city without pro- 
viding for an adequate system of raising 
revenue to take care of such additional) bur- 
den and without increasing the borrowing 
power of the city.”’ 


Main Ay oceans of New Bill. 

The principal Hrovisions of the new bill are 
as follows: 

Consolidation of parks, townships, and all 
ether local governments in the municipal gOV- 
ernment of Chicago. . 

Authority to levy¥ a tax of 3% per cent-of the 
assessed value of property subject to tax- 
ation. This levy isto be for city,school; park. 
library, and municipal tuberculosis sani- 
tarlum purposes. exclusive of taxes for 
principal and interest on the bonded indebt- 
edness. 

Increased borrowing power of the city up to 
the & per cent of the full value of taxable 
property, incfuding the city’s proportionate 
share of the county and sanitary debt, but it 
does not permit the incurring of new debts 
without a referendum. 

Complete government control of the parks, 
exercise of the right of eminent domain for 
the purpose of enlarging some or acquiring 
new sites, easements, etc., and for enlarg- 


ing the scope of the park board beyond that | 
and others will address the students.

The petition to have the records of the di- 
vorce of Mrs. Grace Brown Guggenheim from 
William Guggenheim, smelter millionaire, 
expunged from the court records of Cook 
county was denied yesterday by Judge Oscar 
E. Heard. A new motion will be filed before 
the Circuit court this morning, according to 
Attorney Charles J. Trainor, her counsel. 

Mrs. Guggenheim was divorced from Wil- 
liam Guggenheim in 1901. She received $150,- 
000 alimony: He was married in 1004to Miss 
Aimee Steinberger.-They have a son 4 years 
old. Mre. Guggenheim also married again. 
Her second husband, Jules Wahl, a French- 
man, secured a divorce on the grounds that 
she had not been divorced legally from her 


first husband, 
Mrs. Guggenheim Admits Fraud. 

Mrs. Guggenheim admitted she had secured 
a divorce from Guggenheim by fraudulent 
testimony before Judge Edward F. Dunne.

Before congress shall sieenitne the Demo 
crats of the two hotSes will have to reach 
the following important decisions: 

The ways and: means committee must 
decice whether to appoint the other com- 
mittees of the house or delay them until 
the December session. , 

The president must meet with the lead- 
ers of congress. and cecide whether cur- 
rency reform is t® be taken up during the 
eXtra session or postponed until Decem- 
ber, He will choose’ his spokesmen in 
both houses, announcé his cabinet, get 
it confirmed, anc decide on a system of 
patronage distribution. 

The ways and means committee will 
present its tartff bill to the president for 
inspection and make amy changes neces- 
Sary. 


Wilson Delays Décision. 

It has been practically settled that Repre- 
sentative Glass of Virginia is to be chair- 
man of the house banking and currency com- 
mittee, but whether to organize thiscommit- 
tee for the extra session or defer its organ- 
ization is an open question. 

Mr. Wilson in announcing the date of the 
“xtra session said he would not make up his 
mind about when to begin currency reform 
until he came to Washington. 

The prevailing opinion here is that the 
committee will introduce its bill in the De- 
cember session. 


Kern for Senate Leader? : 

It looks now as if Senator John W. Kern of 
Indiana will be named as Democratic floor 
leader in the senate. replacing Senator Mar- 
tin of Virginia.

Was Good Wife. 


CHILD MAY TAKE STAND. 


Former Ald. Clettenberg Swears 
He Never Visited Home 
of Accused. 


A story of a woman’s effort to support her- 
self. and child and at the same time circum- 
vent the jealousies of her husband was told 
the jury yesterday in the trial of Mrs. Lina 
Musso, charged with the murder of her hus- 
band. 

In the opening statement for the defense, 
Mre. Musso’s life was traced from the time 
she came to America at the age of 18 years. 
She was married at the age of 16 to Peter 
Musso. ' The outline of the defense was to 
the effect that Mrs. Musso had frequently 
been called upon to work long hours: in the 
sweat shops to earn money to keep up the 
home, that she was kicked and forced to 
work shortly after her child was born. 


Deny Relations with Others. 

“ Concerning Mrs. Musso’s alleged relations 
with Peter Noto,” said Attorney Bernard P, 
Barasa, “we will disprove them by showing 
the boyhood friendship that exieted between 
Noto and Musso. They ate a meal together 
one week before Mugso’s death. We will 
show that Noto never called at the Musso 
home unless there were others present. We 
will further show that she knew former 
Ald. Bernard F. Clettenberg only as 
her landloré. We will show how often the 
woman suffered from her husband, making 
groundless- accusations against her and hur!- 
ing the names of these, men at her.” 


Witnesses on Character. 

The defense opened with the examination 
of three character witnesses Miss ,Minnie 
Koenig’ of the Evangelical Italian church at 
046 La Salle avenue, spoke of having seen 
Noto at.the Musso home only once and then 
jin the presence of others. Mrs. Francis 
M. Dogerty of 1625: North Hermitage ave- 
nue, testified as to her observations of Mrs. 
Musso’s good conduct while the latter was 
her tenant: Mrs. Peter Di Giovanni, a sis- 
ter-in-law, also testified to the good reputa- 
tion of the defendant. 

Tomorrow, when the case is continued, Mre, 
Musso will take the stand in her own de- 
fense.
